Washington, May 25.—William J. Bryan took issue to-day with 
President Wilson on the question of an American mandate over 
Armenia, declaring in a statement that "any mandate is im¬ 
possible.’’ 

The United States, Mr. Bryan said, could do more toward mak¬ 
ing the world safe for democracy, “or even for democracy in Ar¬ 
menia,” by recognizing the Armenian Republic and entering the 
League of Nations "as the friend of all little countries.”

Seattle. May 25.—Nlfte persons 
were arrested by the police and nar- ] 
cotlcs and implements for adminis¬ 
tering them were seized In four dif¬ 
ferent localities last night and this 
morning. The police point to the big 
number of arrests as emphasis of 
the fact that narcotic smuggling and 
use of narcotics have assumed large 
proportions in this city.

Baker, and carrying E. H. Beasley. ^ 
manager of the Union Steamship 
Company, crashed to earth, killing 
Mr. Beazley outright and injuring 
Major Baker very severely. . 

Mrs. Beaxley was a spectator of | 
her husband's fatal fall. 

I It was the first fatal aerial acci¬ 
dent to be recorded In thia city. 

Major Baker and Lieut. George K. 
Trim were making trial flights at ( 
Minoru In the presence of a large num¬ 
ber of spectators. They had taken up M 
a number of passengers, with whom ■ 
they took short flights over the city _ 
and out over the suburbs. Major 
Baker, who is an experienced flyer, 
had taken up Mrs. Beazley earlier in 
the afternoon, and then, when he had 
landed her safely, took her husband 
aboard. They started off safely and 
made a flight of about twenty min¬ 
utes’ duration, coming over the cjty. 
where the machine was seen by the 
people on the streets. 

On reaching Minoru Park they be¬ 
gan to descend from a height of about 
5.000 feet. The machine was seen to 
start a spiral nose dive, and came 
down at great speed, making some 
twelve to fifteen revolution* before it 
was noticed that anything was hap¬ 
pening more than usual. 

Beyond Control. 

The machine apparently had.got be- 
vond control, and crashed down with 
terrific force, nose first, landing in 
the third fie\d east of Minoru Park, 
between the park proper and the B 
C. Electric Railway. The nose of the 
plane dug about two feet into the 
ground with the force of the impact 
and was smashed to pieces.

Bishop Sharp Here From New 
Guinea; The German 
Settlements 


A great economic future awaits 
New Guinea, particularly that part 
which haft paused to Auaffalla under 
the mandate transferring the seized 
German colonies In the East Inaian 
archipelago, to the Commonwealth. 
This Is the opinion of Bishop Gerald 
Sharp, who arrived In Victoria on the 
Niagara. 

The Bishop, who has been ten years 
in New Guinea, In,that part which Is 
known a* the Papua Territory of the 
Commonwealth, is now on fils way to 
the Lambeth Conference. He is ac¬ 
companied by tho. Rev. S. R N. Gill, 
one of his clergy. 

"The most salient comparison. I 
woultf say,” he stated to The Times, 
"between the southern, or British 
portion of New Guinea, and the north¬ 
ern or former German section, is the 
extent to which the exploration and 
development has proceeded in the 
interior, as compared with the Ger¬ 
man sectloi). where the fringe only 
has been touched. A great part of 
the northern area has never been ex¬ 
plored by white men. In the Papuan 
territory, with the exception of a por¬ 
tion along the western frontier, the 
greater part of the country has been 
at least provisionally explored. 

"I would say that every trbplcal 
product will grow in the Island, which 
is the second largest in the world. 
At present the exports are limited to 
two or three staple commodities 
which can be increased to an indef¬ 
inite number. Including the adjacent 
islands, also under the mandate, It Is 
estimated that there are only about 
2,000 white men in. the German ter¬ 
ritory. and about a thousand in Brit¬ 
ish Papua, so that the opportunities 
are indefinite for exploration.’ 

The Bishop stated that pending a 
decision with regard to the future re¬ 
ligious needs of the area he occasion¬ 
ally conducted religious services in 
the ceded territory, but until the 
military occupation gave way to the 
civil one the future of the missions 
was uncertain. ~ 

He spoke highly of the conduct of 
the native labor, and the. good condl 
tions under which the natives worked. 
It had not been necessary to import 
labor for the plantations, and no 
problem such as has crept in In 
Samoa is anticipated, the Bishop 
stated. 

LANGFORD WOMEN’S 

INSTITUTE IN SESSION 

The general meeting of the Lang¬ 
ford Women’s Institute was held on ' 
Friday. After the general business 
/ was over J. W. Gibson, Director of 
Agricultural Education for British 
Columbia, was introduced by the 
president. Mrs. RadfBrd. He gave 
an illustrated lecture on "Rural 
Education." The lantern slides were 
both beautiful and instructive and 
the lecture Itself was most Interest¬ 
ing: it showed how much easier ap¬ 
plied lessons were for the children to 
assimilate than the theoretical ones. 
The three main points were: Firstly, 
to create an interesb in something; 
secondly, to gftin a knowledge of that 
something, and thirdly, to become 
able to apply that knowledge to the 
best advantage. 

To Illustrate this part of the lec¬ 
ture. a few pictures were thrown on 
the screen showing a school garden 
which had been reclaimed from the 
wild by the children, fenced, and 
while fencing, the calculations were 
made by the children; cultivated, 
sown, harvested ahd marketed and 
a success made of It, thus bringing 
all three points into work.
